Overthe next month, the board of directors will be putting together plans 
for the year and helping to decide on a major contest or two on which to 
focus for the year. If you have any comments or ideas please let any board 
member know. One of the issues we will be working with are proposed 
changes to the CQP rules. With this we need to be very careful to not risk 
destroying the most successful QSO party in the country. Any suggestions 
you wish to make will be openly received 

The next club meeting will be a “bring something interesting from your 
shack to share” meeting. It will be at the same HP site as the last two 
meetings, but will be held in the cafeteria which is upstairs from the large 
conference room. You will need to sign in and log your treasures that you 
have brought to share (otherwise you will have a hard time getting them 
back out the door). These meetings in the past have been a lot of fun. Some 
folks brought pictures of things that were too large to pull out of the ground 
and stuff in the back of the car. Whatever you bring, be prepared to talk 
about it for a minute or two. 

Over the last month I have been reading a lot of interesting mail on the 
CQ-contest reflector on the Internet. The reflector is like a huge repeater 
- messages going into it are repeated to a large distribution list. One of the 
most interesting things that happened in the last month was the proposal, 
running and complete submission of all logs for a new contest called the 
Internet Sprint. One of the rules of this contest was that all logs had to be 
sent via the Internet within 72 hours of the completion of the contest. Since 
the logs were all received so quickly, results of the contest were announced 
within a week of the completion of the contest. 

In case you are not familiar with the Internet, it is a network of over | 
million host computers around the world that are intertied into a very 
democratic network. I do not know the details about how the network 
works, but suffice it to say that I can send a message to just about anywhere 
on the planet if I know the users name and host computer name. For

example on the Internet | am “stevet@hpscit.sc.hp.com” 
where “hpscit.sc.hp.com” refers to the particular computer I 
log onto to retrieve my messages. One of the messages that 
came this week was anew CQWW.CTY that one of the other 
users put together to reflect the changes in the CIS (former 
USSR) callsign structure and to add a lot of specific callsigns 
for such places as the Shetland Islands. With very minimal 
effort I now have the new country list running with CT in the 
WPX contest.

There are still contests just about every weekend, but the 
smaller less popular ones. If you think the club should make 
an official effort in one or more of these smaller contests, 
come to the meeting and make a case for it.

Sprint-Lite Contest 

There was discussion and a handout at the last meeting of a new 
“Sprint-Lite” contest, held on May 22, 1993. This was to last two 
hours, 150w max, 20/40m only, with scores to be reported solely by 
Internet! Vocal proponents were John, K2MM, and TV-Bob, 
N6TV. We welcome any reports from the front. 

WPX Issues 

The major contest that will have occurred by the time you get this 
is WPX CW, the weekend of May 29-30. Let’s hope conditions are 
better than they were last year! Remember Prez N6ST’s demand: 
200,000k per member (probably 300-400 Q's, depending on mults). 
There’s the honor of the Club to uphold! 

I'm soliciting input to see whether we should take a position as a 
club recommending to CQ Magazine that they change the WPX. 
scoring rules to make things a bit easier for U.S. hams to compete. 
The problem is the rule that gives 2 points for QSO’s in your own 
continent (4 pts on low bands), but zero points if it's the same 
country. Among other results, this puts us at a great disadvantage 
compared to VE’s, who get two points for every U.S. contact, while 
U.S. hams get no points for a U.S. QSO. 

A few examples show what I mean: 

a) In 1992 CW contest, NCCC’r WN4KKN/6 did 
fabulously, but finished way behind VE7SZ ( WA6V EF), who had 
only 100 more Q’s, and fewer multipliers: 


Score Qso Mult Pts/Qso 
WN4KKN 6 3,249,654 1879 678 2.56 
VETSZ 4,199,789 1991 675 3.14 


I'll bet 80% of the contacts in their two logs are identical! 
(b) Same two in '92 WPX phone 15m single band:

(c) The disparity is even greater when conditions are bad;
